Now as He is our King, how can both Houfes, as M. 
Challener {aith, or how can both Kingdoms, as my Lord 
Chancellor of Scotland would have it? dare to take up- 
on them to difpofe of him,who hath under God the fole 
difpoiall of usall, wich this limitation, withthe joynt 
content, and wholefome advife of the honeft and great 
Councell of each Kingdome, and thisis both Law and 
Goipell. i

2. Barnavill the chiete Advocate of Hofasd,and one . 
of the States, conceived a difpleafure. againfta younker, | | 
and nothing. would ferve his turne( though it: wete in 
his owne caufe )butcorporall punifhment. The priyi- — 
ledge ofthe Gentlemans birth was pleaded by his Law- 
yers , Notwithftanding Barnavill being prevalent with 
the Board of States, perfwaded them; It would be an’ 
additionto their greatneffe to makea Prefident in this 
kinde, and fo aPrefident was made,and the Gentleman 
was wh. pt. : | a 
Net long after'a Competition grew betwixt the 
Prince of orenge, and great Barnavili,whereinthe Prince 
having the Military party ofhis fide, got the better of 
him, fe that Barnavill was confined; and by thé fame 
rule of Barnavills formerly making a Prefident, to whip 
thar. Genticman, a Prefident was made to cut off his 
head, ther’s Lex talienes for him, ae

Wentworth, and Oracle of the Houfe of Commons, per- 
{waded;them, there was no other. way to cot off the. 
Duke of Backinghan, bucby accufing him of States fuge 
geftions, under the name of high Treafon; by which 
mieanes if they. could once fequefter him from the Kings 
elbow by confinement; He doubted not but accufati- 
ons would come enough againft hin, to his further de- 
&uGion,-and didnot the fame Lex talons light. upon 
him.

The degenerate Houfe of Lords havealtogether de- 
clined theirtrue founrain of Honour, the King ; from 
whofe cleare ftreames they had wont to fuck both there 

honour and honefty, by his vertuous example: And 
thefe pittifull Lords, having throwne themtelves into 
mire,and muddy Affe@ions of the Common Rabble,are 
now glad to drink of the puddle water of {corne, and 
contempt from the meaneft Rafcalls, Ther's Lex talionss 
in part for them. 

The adulterate Houfeof Commons have fo deviated 
from the honeft principles, and integrity of their Anceft. 
ors,and having lefttheir righteous middle way; in which 
they had wont to walke in, Tire themfclves out with 
halting’ between two cripples, two contraries of ex- 

treames: for which their black Confciences, they are 
* fore'd to fit down, fome leaning to the Presbyterian 
madneffe on the one fide; fome to the Independent fol- 
ly onthe other; Thet’s Lex taltenis in part for them.
